He collected $100 for his work

But 
he kept his secret. 
He worked, alone and always 


at night. He liked a starry sky 
but .the silvery rays of a

Bridgeport Connecticut, is. famous 


as an industrial and especially as an 
ammunition manufacturing center 
Millions of cartridges for the army 
much of the small arms, and a great 
quantity of other ammunitions are 
.•nade there. Any cessation of la- 
bor at this time among the workers 
on these 'war necessaries would be 
particularly deplorable. 


A few days ago there was a strike. 


'Some • ten'.- thousand' .men ; struck. 
Their demands we're referred to the 
National War Labor Board for ad- 
justment. . 
Now' here follows a remarkable 


ovent. 
Fifty-three 
manufacturers 


employing over .fifty-thousand men 
who had not struck, asked that the 
Board's award should include-them 
also 
Moreover, they filed a-written 


agreement to abide by-thef. result. 


Why did they-.' doi; <this? 'They 


knew that; the award would very 
probably :taise wages—at least no 
similar report is known to have re- 
duced them. But a wage increase in 
one -mill or in 'one particular depart- 
ment of industry infallibly producei 
instability and restiveness among 
the employes in another mill or in 
another department of industry in 
which there are no strikes. The .re- 
sult in Bridgeport-'would' be doubly 
difficult to, bear—first, to the in3ivid- 
ual employers, and, second, to the 
Nation in" a threatened, curtailment 
of war production. Hence the fifty- 
three Bridgeport employers made the 
far-sighted request that the Board 
should net; -only include them in its 
award, b'ul; should extend its inquiry 
to cover the entire district, and that 
its decision should be applicable to 
the community's entire 
industrial 


life. This involves the fixing of a 
single set of working 
conditions 


and of wages for the same grades of 
work with all employers and all em- 
ployees on the same basis* iall agree- 
ing to accept the awards of the War 
Labor Board 'in any dispute. 


• We- arc not surprised.' that the 
Board approved this suggestion. It 
will now continue its-'inquiry on a 
far more comprehensive basis. Moan 
while its :-preIiminary report asks 
'that" employers ceaste'keeping, black- 
lists and 'that men who have been 
discharged for belonging to a union 
be reinstated when this can be showr 
to be opposed to the principles of 
the\War labor Board.

At no place are 


the troops of General Mangin,

Marne the Germans 
found a 


tenable position between the 
Aisne and the heights of Chem- 
in des Dames.
